For five years, ever since the Annie M. Warner county hospital was 
established in Gettysburg, two Gettysburg women have given an average 
of one day a week to sew ing for the institution. 
They have worked hard, too, as every good housewife can readily 
im agine the large amount of mending that will accumulate from one 
week to another in view’ of the quantity of linen and clothing requirer! 
for an institution like the hospital—the wear and tear that comes with 
frequent washing. 
/ 
Theirs has been a labor of love. 
They have worked steadily—these 
two women —without thought of compensation, except in the knowledge 
that they have been doing som ething for others less fortunate than them­ 
selves, for it is charity, the greatest of the three cardinal virtues, that 
called for their services. 
They have never even received public credit for 
their labor, their activities being known to few except those, like them ­ 
selves, who have been giving of their tim e and talent to the cause of 
suffering humanity at the hospital. 
They were reticent about the m atter and it was only upon the in­ 
sistent request of a representative of The G ettysburg Times that it would 
be necessary to publish their names in order to obtain the necessary 
equipment for them to carry on their work still more successfully for the 
hospital that they would permit their names to be made public in this 
connection. 
They are Mrs. W illiam Hersh and Mrs. Virginia Horner, Baltimore 
street residents. 
The sewing machines they have been using have naturally de­ 
preciated from the hard, steady usage and two new’ machines are badly 
needed. 
The Times feels there are a lot of other big hearted women in 
Gettysburg and Adams county who would gladly give of their time to 
assist in this work if they had it to spare. 
But since they can’t be 
there in person, we felt they would like an opportunity to be there in 
thought and spirit. 
We feel there are at least one hundred women who 
will cheerfully respond with at least one dollar each to buy the new, 
sewing machines and provide other needed facilities to carry on this one 
of the many branches of hospital w’ork. 
The need of the new machines was discovered by Mrs. John W. 
Spangler. Chambersburg street, a frequent—visitor-to the hospital on 
errands of charity. 
It was through her efforts that the matter of the 
sewing machines w’as brought to1 the attention of the Gettysburg Rotary 
Club at its regular weekly luncheon Monday evening and the Kotarians 
very promptly responded with contributions amounting to $38 toward 
the purchase of the machines. John Lippy was appointed by the club 
to look after the purchase of one of the machines. 
It is understood 
that the Lions Club is also planning a joint contribution. 
Contributions will be received by The Gettysburg Times and pub­ 
licly acknowledged in this newspaper, and will be turned over to Mrs. 
Hersh and Mrs. Hom er for the purchase of necessary equipment when 
the required amount is received.

Henry Giiligan Tells M. P. Con 
ference 
They 
Aid 
Anti­ 
saloon League. 


Wilmington, Del., April 13.—Boot­ 
leggers are among the large contribu­ 
tors to the Anti-Saloon League and 
are stronger 
supporters of the dry 
laws than are church members, it was 
asserted by Henry. Giiligan, W ashing­ 
ton attorney, in a discussion at Mon­ 
day’s session of the Maryland Annual J 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church 
j 
Mr. Giiligan explained that since dry j 
legislation created the bootlegger’s! 
business it was to the interest of the 
illicit purveyor of intoxicants to have 
the dry laws kept on the statute books. 
For this reason, he said, the bootleg­ 
gers contributed largely to the Anti­ 
saloon League, using ficticious names 
in making their contributions. 
Fears Modification Of Law 
The delegates to the conference also 
were warned 
by 
Mr. Giiligan that 
there was real danger of modification 
of the Volstead law by the present 
Congress. 
Previous speakers at the 
conference had declared that no such 
danger existed. 
It was charged by Mr. Giiligan that 
so-called church members were mak­ 
ing wines in their homes. No amount j 
of laws, he said, will stop the desire j 
for alcoholic beverages. 
“W’hat this country 
needs,” 
Mr. j 
Giiligan concluded, “is old-fashioned 
conviction of sin and greater faith in • 
Christ. I am for the Volstead law an d J 
would like to see it 
made stronger, j 
but laws alone are not enough.” 
The discussion in which Mr. Gilli-j 
gun participated arose as a result of 
the report of the committee on moral | 
reform and social service, which sub- j 
nutted resolutions expressing grati-; 
tude for laws looking to the improve­ 
ment of morals.

Bell Telephone Manager Illus 
trates His Lecture With 
Slides of New Scientific 
Achievement.

The story of the intracacies in­ 
volved in sending photographs 
by 
telephone was told by W. D. Wil­ 
loughby, Bell telephone manager at 
Chambersburg, at the weekly lunch­ 
eon of the Lions’ Club at the Eagle 
Hotel,I Monday evening. 
Two score 
slides, showing 
the 
mechanism cf 
sending and receiving machines, and 
pictures and other printed and w rit­ 
ten matter sent over the wires from 
one end of the United States to the 
other, were projected upon a screen 
for tho Lions. 
Among the pictures was that of 
President Coolidge taking the oath of 
office as president on March 4, 1924. 
According to Mr. Willoughby, the pic­ 
ture was taken in Washington 
at 
12:30 o’clock, eastern standard time, 
and sent to San Francisco, 
where 
afternoon newspapers 
published 
it 
before 12:30 o’clock, 
Pacific 
coast 
time. 
Seven minutes was required 
to send the photograph, 
after 
the 
negative had been developed. 
The speaker showed how the tele­ 
photographic system limy be used to 
pend pictures of hatimro sheets, Ad­ 
vertisements, lace and other materials, 
pictures and finger-prints of criminals, 
and, in fact, anything that can be 
photographed. 
, 
The method of sending photograph" 
by wire involves the use of a tiny 
.shaft of light-, passing through the 
negative upon a sensmtised tube, after 
which 
the 
light' ‘Impulses, 
which 
change with the light and dark places 
on the negative, a re .Estopped up” so 
that they can better *be transmitted. 
Tho process for receiving the pictures 
is just the reverse of the sending proc­ 
ess. 
In order th at both the sending 
and receiving machines are running at 
the same speed, which is absolutely 
essential, a system of synchronization 
is used over the same wires, traveling, 
however, at a lower frequency than 
that used in sending the light im­ 
pulses of the pictures.
